In one instance 
on the hill a stag was observed to 
have Its horns stripped as early as 
the Ist August, but it was un- 
usually fat, and is supposed to have 
found winter quartera in some shel- 
fered nook in the low - eountry. 
A good many fags have alresdy 
been shot, rome of whichareof great 
fize and in excellent condition. 
Captain Horatio Ross brought down 
the first stag of the season late in 
July; it weighed 18} stone, and the 
Captain reports the appearance of 
vast herds of deer in the Glendibi- 
dale forest.

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THE MOORS IN SCOTLAND 


On the greater part of the moors 
of Perthshire notwithstanding the 
almost continuous snow-etorms 
during winter, and tha close and 
protracted shooting of last year 
on the principal moors, both oldand 
young grouse are not only numer- 
ous butin excellent condition. The 
weather has been all that could be 
desired sinos hatching commenced ; 
and, as nO casualties have ooourrec 
to the broods, the birds are large 
and well grown, and by the 12th 
of August they will probably be 
very wild. On the Breadalbane 
and Athole moors, and in fact on 
all the shooting ranges north to 
Inverness-shire, both grouse and 
black game are unusually abund- 
ant; the latter especially have in- 
creased rapidly in numbers in the 
last fow years. The reports from 
Glenlochy, Glendochar, Tyndrum, 
Balquhidder, Oalander, and Loche- 
arnhead, represent not only grouse, 
but all other descriptions of game, 
as being plentifal, and in the very 
best condition, Oo a range of hills 
atretohing from Aberleldy—a dis- 
tance of twenty miles—where up- 
wards of °6,000' brace of grouse 
were killed Jast season, all the 
gzrounds are well stocked, and will, 
if the weather prove ab a a 
be fully tested on the 12th, In the 
low country the prospecta of #ports- 
men are equally, if not more Bative 
factory, Berigidaen abound in all 
directions, and as there is @ pro. 
spect of an early harvest, thera 
will be full scope for partridge 
shooting. The preserves are well 
stocked with pheasants; and in all 
the fine woods of Btrathearn 
caporoailzie are nearly ag pus er- 
ons a’ the former birds. Hares, 
rabbits, wild duke, and roe deer 
sxe very rife, and generally ip 
the best condition. Ip all the 
forests of the .country, deer are 
literally swarming ; and, notwitb- 
standing the severe winter, the 
‘nimals have improved rapidly in 
condition since the beginuiog of 
May. The fawning reason was 
upon the whole highly favourable. 
A great change has taken place 
in the tenants of shootings this 
season. The grounds of the Right 
Hon. Lord Willoughby, d'Ereshy 
which exteed to 70000 agres, are 
in the market, besides some othe: 
arge moors helooging to other pros 
prietors,— (Glasgow Herald.

TURF NOTABILIA. 


Foremost in importancs amongst the events on the tafis, in the 
racing world, is the promised match between Gladiateur and Breadal- 
bane, for a thousand guineas, It is anticipated that the forthcom- 
ing York Meeting will not be allowed to pass over without some de- 
finite arrangement being come to between the rival owners, Count 
Lagrange and Mr, Chaplin; and. it is alleged that the delay in 
wettling the preliminaries is attributable to the question of weights, 
It can hardly be expected that the owner of Breadalbane will consent 
to join issue with the Count at even imposts, in the face of the dis- 
rest of odds at which they respectively stand in the Tarf market 

or the St. Leger, and yet it is difficult to believe that the Gladiateur 

ited will make any very great concession, when they have already 
iad the opportunity of testing the powers of Breadalbane ata dif- 
ference of 7ib only in the Goodwood Cup. ‘This chance waa thrown 
away, but many sssert—and with some show of sound reasoning 
~-the French horse was scratched for that race on very different and 
much higher grounds, the chief one being that his starting would 
have imperilled his prospects for the Doncaster prize. It was how- 
ever made # great point of at the time that Mr, Chaplin was ex- 
tremely anxious for a spin in Goodwood Park, and that he purposely 
delayed the erasing of Breadalbane’s name from the list of candidates, 
in the hope that he might have an opportunity of trying conclusions 
with the Derby winner. Upon this assumption therefore it would 
seem that Mr, Chaplin would close with a concession of half a stone, 
which events that have now become matters of history fully entitle 
him to, and that if Count Lagrange be willing to fall in with some- 
thing like this suggestion, a match unequal in interest to anything 
of the kind since the days of Voltigeur and the Flying Datchman will 
be in fair way towards consummation, 

The defeat of Christmas Carol by Attache has not been of that 
disastrous character to the ‘ Carolites,” the opponents of the second 
for the blue riband bad prognosticated. The long odds which were 
offered against the horse on the spur of the moment, prove to have 
been tho result of misapprehension as to the cause of the horse's 
failure to do what was asked of him; and the consequence is, that 
from the really outside price that was laid against him on the even- 
ing of the race, the Carol has been gradually on the improvement 
scale, until he has settled down to something like his natural figure, 
and many of the most astute operators decline to take any undue 
liberties with the horse. It must be bornein mind that the “ Kettle- 
drums” require ® rattling pace from end to end, and with this con- 
dition in the St. Leger, as (considering the state of the course) was 
granted to him on the Derby Day, Christmas Carol may not fail to 
justify the opinion his followers formed of him on Epsom Downs, 
and which no such uncertain a criterion as the miserable canter at 
Wolverhampton can in the least degree help to mar. 

Ts the decision of the Earl of Westmoreland and Mr. Payne in 

the Huntingdonshire Stakes, made known at attersall’s on Monday 
leat, to bo henceforth taken as an established precedent ? If so, what is 
to hecome of the alinost universally recognised Turf dogma, that 
“* bets go with the stakes?” Surely this unexpected and seemingly un- 
supportable decision cannot have the direct and unqualified appro- 
val of Admiral Rous. The data upon which the stewards had to ex- 
ercise their judgment were clear enough even to ordinary compre- 
hension, and why these high authorities have gcen fit to depart from 
established rule seems to require explanation, Yor all purposes of 
arriving at a jost and satisfactory solution of the question which was 
submitted to those gentlemen, the claims of Claxton ought to have 
been altogether ignored—for the horte had no more right to be con- 
widered ‘in the race,” or as ‘a starter,” than Ruming Rein, 
of “unpleasant memory,” had to be in the Derby of his year, and, 
therefore, cither all bets should have been declared off unless the 
time-tried rule above alluded to were carried out in its integrity, If 
this principle had been adhered to Suspicion would not only haye 
been declared the winner of the Huntingdonshire Stakes—as he has 
been—but all legitimate bets would have followed through their 
legitimate channel and the introduction of new and additional com- 
plications into the present Turf code would have been ayoided with 
commendable adroitnesa, 
i Considerable doubt and anxiety still continue to surround the in- 
tentions of the French stable with regard to Gladiateur for the Don- 
caster St, Leger, for which event certain parties appear always will- 
ing to lay against the grandson of Monarque going to the post for 
thatevent. ‘This is a fact that affords much cause for regret, and 
the only way of meeting it is that some reliable guarantee ought to 
be afforded to Harry Grimshaw that--win or lose—he should not in- 
cur the dangor that befel Arthur Kdwards in the Oaka melce or the 
still more recent infl ction sustained by ‘Tom Aldcroft after his riding 
in the present year’s Derby.

ANGLING. 


By “ PISOATOR ” (Lato of the Sporting Gazelle). 

Tue Trout (Salmo fario). 

Where atroamlets boast cascade or waterfall, 

And lure the ear with murmurs musical, 

Where banks o’erhanging, coverts safe subseribe, 

Lurks this Adonis of the finny tribe, 

Oh! beauteous he, adorned with ruby spot, 

Such graceful shape none other owns I wot ; 

Proportions fair enchain the well-pleased oye, 

And admiration greets his symmetry-~ 

When in the boork the mayfly dips his wing, 

Or poised above the dragon's fluttering, 

When the kingfishers in bright varied hue, 

The microscopic insect swift pursue ; 

With agile bound, and on his prey intent, 

With wondrous leap he spurns his element ; 

A moment seen, the blue wave then divides, 

And closes o'er his rainbow-tinted sides,—Avrnor. 

Unworthy is my pen to depict in appropriately glowing language 
this beautiful denizen of the lake and stream—more beautiful in his 
ruby spots and rainbow-tinted hues than any other species that cleave 
the waters, his symmetrical shape and elegant contour stamp him as 
unexceptionally the Adonis of every kind whose home is in the 
sluggish pond or rapid river, In the water every motion is graceful ; 
and even his contortions when hooked display elegance in their pain- 
ful evolutions, Gifted above his fellows in the gorgeous colours 
which adorn his exterior, and the symmetrical proportions, finely and 
nicely developed, which his frame alone can boast, he is at the same 
time superior to all othera in intellect. i ; 

Ho is patrician in his tastes and attributes, exclusive in his enjoy- 
nents, an epicurean in his choice of food: selects the clearest streams, 
and those most free from scum and filth, in which to disport his 
beauteous form, and altogether abstains from low and vulgar habits 
indulged in by other inhabitants of the waters. ‘To sum up his dis- 
qualifications, Se occupies the high and dignified position among his 
fraternity that an Admirable Orichton or a Chesterfield would among 
Bosjesmans. 

Delighting in the most romantic and pellucid streams, he leads his 
pursuers through scenery of a variegated and imposing character, 
whether it be found in the level and picturesque districts of the 
Midland Counties, where the waters which compose hia haunts wind 
amongst umbrageous foliage, which ever and anon conceal the stream 
from the sun’s bright raya; or in the bold and rugged North, where 
the tortuous river pursues its broken and uneven course amongst 
rocks, cascades, and boulders, forming a picture somewhat sterner, 
but not less gratifying to the piscatorial disciple. 

Fly-fishing for trout, to bottom-fishing, may be viewed in the same 
proportion that badger-hunting stands in the pursuit of the wild boar 
or “solemn elephant,” I mean aa regards the excitement engendered 
by the chase; for of course there is no analogy between the two diver- 
sions, the latter depending for success upon physical courage and 
daring, whilst fly-fishing calls into play mental powers, great nicety ot 
manipulation and dexterity, and at the same time gives the adversary 
« chance for his life; for, placing his power, vigour, and the probabili- 
ties of his escape, against the fineness of the tackle with which you seek 
his destruction, the combat assumes the semblance of equality. ‘This, 
of course, does not hold good as regards trolling. Without wishing 
to rag ab hottom-fishing, or discourage those devoted to ita pur- 
suit, [ am ever, nevertheless, prepared fo hear the fly-fisher speak in 
rather sarcastic terms of the former amusement, and [ know many 
at the present time who, although most enthusiastio and sedulous in 
following with the fly their enjoyment, would not upon any considera- 
tion impale the red-nosed worm to tempt. the voracious perch, or bait 
the hook with paste to seduce tho distrustful roach. Again, there 
are thousands of good and scientific fishermen who, expert to a degree 
at every other description of angling, have never thrown a fly in 
their lives ; and, perhaps, after all, the homely saying may hold good 
here, and “every one to his taste” apply to fishing as it did to the old 
lady when she embraced her cow, 

Many fly-fishera go to the extent of ignoring trolling and worm fish- 
ing in toto, thus following in the steps of Thompson; but whether it 
be from the feelings of commiseration which doubtless actuated the 
gentle and kind-hearted poet I know not, but should incline to the 
opinion that it is because the two last-mentioned methods lack the 
ecience and fine touch so essentially necessary to ensure success when 
trying with the ‘ well dissembled fly,” which mode alone constitutes 
the life and soul of some anglers’ existence, and renders the sport at 
once absorbing, enticing, and completely fascinating, 

The trout, like most other fish, exhibits some peculiarities. 
They appear to keep up a certain order and discipline, and may 
be observed frequently, in clear streams, in regular bands, form- 
ing ranks, and seemingly in battle array, the largest taking the 
lead, and the others falling in according to their size, the smalleat 
being, quite properly, in the rear. They will occasionally retain 
the same position fora length of time; weeks even will elapse and 
they will ramain still in statu quo, Again, they appear to havo their 
own domaing, and havo a strict regard for the laws of mewm and tawn ; 
in faot, they eeldom poach on each others’ preserves, If they leave 
their favourite stations in quest of food, they always find their way 
home again, and this is an important fact for the young angler to 
notice, 26 1 havo ever impressed upon my readers the necessity of 
studying the habits of the prey thoy seek, as that knowledge greatly 
facilitates success. Another trait in his charactor is the extreme ten- 
derness ond affection whioh he displays towards his partner in pairing- 
time. Nolover ever was more solicitous for the comfort, or attentive 
to the wants of his mistress than is our speckled friend to the object of 
his choice. From about the middie of June to the end of 
July the bond of affection is unbroken; together they roam 
the waters in quest of food, which the male invariably allows 
his love to partake of first, and inseparable and amorous, the 
same feelings, thoughts, aud impulses appear to actuate and govern 

both. Again, he seems to be a sort of pircatorial barometer, and 
frequently foretells forthcoming storm, as though for him “coming 
even'a cast their shadows before,” and at such times he will obsti- 
nately refuse to take the worm or anapthe fly They also present great 
uniformity in sige, those taken from the same stream or river eitiog: 
varying muoh, The same rules which govern the sslmon in spawning 
time influenos the trout; in fact, at this period there is great analowy 
between them, They both seek the most retired waters flowing over 
gravelly bottoms, and as near the source of the river or torrent as they 
can ipproach; and to accomplish this object the trout will overcome 
aJmostinsurmountable abitectes, aud urged forward by the dictates of 
& nevey-rrring Nature, will emulate the salmon in the vigour and 
agility of his lewps. It becomes frequently a matter of utter surprise to 
imagine, however, how the female oan contrive to reach the spot where 
rpawn is seen; and nothing save the requirements of Nature would, I 
ain dure, cause her to tempt the diffionlties aud dangers which environ 
her in gaining the coveted locality, The haunts of the trout in streams 
are under cover of any large stones, roots of trees, bushes, and over- 
hanging banks; andin rivers they lurk near old weir aprons, trunks of 
ives, the timber of old bridges, and any debris that affords protection, 
und, #8 before observed, retain with undeviating tenacity that posi- 
tion of the water they have selected as their own. 

ily fishing is, without the #lightest doubt, the greatest feature of 
angling, and immense practice is required to enable the learner to 
throw the fly with the requisite precision ; in fact, 1 think that the art 
should be studied and overcome when the student is young, a at that 
age difficulties ere surmounted which manhood in vain attempts to 
dubdue, It is divested of a)] labour, and the inconveniences attend- 
antupou carrying baits, alive and dead, worm-bage, &o., are here 
avoided, Furniehed with a fly-book, creel and rod, the enthusiast and 
aspirant for Waltecian honours way wend his way through the length 
and breadth of the land, gaining health and strength by his perambu- 
latins, and enriching bis mind and embellishing his taste by inter- 
cuurse with the lovely ecanes and sylvan glades through which he 
wauders, If tiring of his pursuit, he may bring fort» his aketch-book, 
dnd whilst transferring to itv page & semblance of tha landscape he 
admires, oxclain with the poot, ** Who can paint like Nature?” 

So much diversity of opivion existw, and ever has, relative to the 
proper fly to be used, that I shal) merely observe that the fish in many 
cubes le Lot half so fastidious or particular as the piscator, and that he 
Will lke indiscriminately, when ou feed, flies of various kinds and 
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opposing colours. Let the fisherman study Nature, and observe when 
he arrives at the water the description of fly that flutters over its sur- 
face, andif the fish aro rising to them and refuse his own, let him 
manage to catch one of them, and imitate it as nearly as he can. 
Sometimes the fish are very cunning, and refuse all, however seduo- 
tive. I have known, in these instances, that a grub or caterpillar 
placed on the hook, and dropped carelessly from a stone or bank 
underneath which he lurks, has thrown him off his guard, and effected 
his immediate capture, from the natural manner in which it fell into 
the water. 

When hooked, the struggle commences, and he leaps from the water 
in his endeavours to escape the barb— 

“ And flies aloft and flounces round the pool, 
Indignant of the guile,’= 
Give him immediate line, and watch each movement with scru- 
ulous care, or your fragile tackle parting, your victim will be 
ost, and yourself left a prey to chagrin and concomitant ill tem- 
per. After exqing and scientific play he succumbs to your skill, 
n his side 
erst ae 6s And, to his fate abandoned, to the shore 
You gaily drag your unresisting prize,” 

I would recommend the reader to peruse the following lines of 
our sweet poet, as they indicate the best spots where sport may be 
obtained, and in transcribing them take leave of this favourite branch 
of the gentle art :-— 

** Just in the dubious point where with the pool 
Ia mix’d the trembling stream, or whore it boils 
Around the stone, or from the hollow’d bank 
Reverted plays in undulating flow, 

There throw, nice judging, the delusive fly.”

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THE BRIGHTON NATIONAL DOG SHOW: 


As dog shows are kecoming rather common than otherwise in London 
and the large towns in tho north of England, it was not to be expected 
that Brighton would long remain without something of the same kind. 
Brighton and district offered special attractions for such an exhibition, 
since it is not only a dog-admiring but a dog-buying community. We 
were certainly rather astonished to see so splendid a show of canine 
beauty acd good breed. 
Sussex-street, and contained from 250 to 800 doga, each one of which 
was almost a model of its kind. Therefore, while it cannot be denied 
that there have been larger and more varied shows, we believe we 
may say without hesitation that no show hitherto organised equals this 
in the high merit and even quality of the dogs. Indeed, under the 
circumstances, the show could not be larger than it was, for it com- 
pletely filled the area of the building, and somo of the classes would 
appoar to have been too much crowded considering the special charac- 
teristics of the animals therein comprised. There were, however, nu- 
merous attendants, and even the most quarrelsome kinds of the dogs 
appeared to have established quite a frisndliness of community. ‘The 
iloor was thickly littered dowa with clean straw and the ventilation 
was 80 Well attended to that the most fastidious visitor could hardly 
complain. ‘Tho Show waa entitled to the “ National” claim its pro- 
moters advocate, for almost very variety of dog bred in England was 
collected from every part of the United Kingdom, Oapt, Kin- 
dersley sent fox terriers from Scotland,—sharp-hoaded, bright-eyed 
keen-nosed animals, which will follow a scent with uninterrupted 
run and never failing accuracy, where a foxhonnd would be bantked 
over and over again ‘by faintness or crossings. London and Birming- 
ham sent pets and buli-torrierg; Manchester was best represented by 
its Scotch terriers; and Nottingham had some splendid retrievers. 
‘ho pet dogs were very curious and interesting. Of tho favourite 
Maltese tribe there was a positively uniquo specimen,—tho black one 
belonging to Mr, Wallace, of Brighton, Lt is supposed to bo the only 
one of the kind in existence. We did hear a porsou at the Show, who 
seomed to know what he was talking, aver that the present owner had 
refused £1,000 for this prince of pots, the offer being made by one who 
sits onan imperial throne! ‘The little, pure white, flossy coated 
creatures in the centro of the room had among them some perfect 
marvels, ‘The choicest of the class were enclosed in well-made glass 
show-cases, Wherein they reclined on black velvet cushions, fringed 
with yellow. ‘The smallest looked as if it could be put into a lady's 
Watch-pocket, and was distinguished from its fellows by enjoying a 
gilt-framed caso containing the cups and trophies it has won at former 
shows. ‘I'here were spaniels of several classes, some fitted for the 
boudoir, others for the house, others who will best distinguish them- 
solves in the “fetch and carry” water business. There were some 
Villainous-looking pugs, Whose heads strike the eyo with & startling 
resomblance to the baboow tribe and instil an irrepressiblo recollection 
of the Darwinian theory. There were toy terriers, having the 
vivacity involved in the traditional phrase, ‘lively as crickets,” 
and who appeared really to enjoy their existence. Their 
coata were sleek, their eyes bright, their limbs — elastic, 
and their bodies supple.

The Maltese and Italian greyhounds included some 
beautiful specimens, ‘Chere was Mr. Bamtord’s * Prince ” (1st prize) 
which has been first at Islington, Birmingham, and Alexandra Park, 
Miss Royd’s ‘‘ Moscow” has carried ali before him at Newcastle, 
Ifalifax, and Nottingham. Dr. Bernard’s “ Plirt” isa gem of small 
turriers, Mr, Manstield and Mr. Guppy had also some very pretty 
little things. Mr. Jones is famed for his Maltese breed and he was 
first here, as elaswhere. The Empress of Ruagsia has now twoof Mr. 
Jones's dogs by the celebrated “ bijou.” They were taken from Eng- 
land as a present for fer Imperial Majesty by Prince Paulitsky. The 
Italian greyhounds here were really boaucifutl creatures. Nothing can 
better oxewplify the “curve of beauty” and the " poetry of motion” 
than their elegant forms and graceful movements, They looked the 
very ‘blood royal” of canine pets.

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A SPORTING TRIAL. 
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This was an action tried at Croydon Assizes on Monday, befor® 
Baron Pigott and a common jury, and brought by one Hopkinson 
against Saltmarsh, to recover £100 upon a bill of exchange, to which 
the defendant pleaded that the bill in question had been obtained from 
him by threats and coercion. 

Sir G, Honeyman and Mr. Channoell were for the plaintiff; Mr, 
Pearce and Mr. Philbrick appeared for the defendant. 

The plaintiff in this action sued as what is called in law the innocent 
holder of the bill in question, and as having given value for it, with- 
Out any knowledge that there was anything wrong connected with it, 


‘The bill in question appeared to have been drawn by a Captain Alfred | 


Marshall, who was stated to be a man of large property, near Godal- 
ming, aud also at Edenbridge, and to have been accepted by the de- 
fendant. It waa drawn in August last year, and was payable at six 
months’ date, and the case on the part of the plaintiff was, that about 
three weeks before the bill became due, namely, ia January of the pre 
sont year, a man named Hutchinson came to hin, and asked him to 
discount the billin question for Captain Marshall, who he said hadsold 
two horses to the defendant for £180, and that ho had 
given him £80 in cash, and the bill in question, in pay- 
Ment. After some conversation he agreed to cash the 
bill, and on the 14th of January he gave a cheque 
for £94, the other £6 being allowed for interest for the 
bill, and he produced his cheque with the endorsement 
of Captain Marshall upon it, to show that it had passed 
regularly through his bankers. 

tn cross-examination the witness said that he was in 
business in London as a tea-dealer, and he also had an 
interest in some saw-mills, and he denied that he had 
6ver been engaged in betting or sporting pursuits, but 
he was present on one occasion at @ aock-hght, and he 
had also another time betted £5 for a friend upon a 
horse race. He said that Hutchinson, when he came to 
him the second time, was accompanied by Jesse Hatton, 
the fighting man, and his name was onthe bill. He had 
had money transactions with Hatton before. He was 
also acquainted with Captain Marshall, the drawer of 
the bill, and believed that he was a gentleman of large 
Property at Blackwater, and also in the neighbourhood 
of Edenbridge, He had been with him over his estates 
at the last-mentioned place. Ho believed that if Oapt. 
Marshall owed him £500 ho was able to pay him; and 
the reason he had not sued him instead of the defendant 
was, that he could not be found. (Alaugh) He had 
given instruction to his attorney to sue Captain Mar- 
shall, bat he was unable to find him. He denied having 
told Hatton that he did not care anything about Salt- 
marsh, or who he was, as he was quite satisfied; or that 
he was informed that the defendant had been “* mobbed ” 
by Hatton, Nat Langham, Jem Mace, and some other 
fighting men upon Brighton race-course, and compelled 
to accept the bill in question; but he had heard some- 
thing of the kind staved since the transaction. 

Mr, Thistlethwaite, the plaintiff's attorney, was ex- 
amined, and he confirmed his statement as to his having 
given him instructions to take proceedings against 
Captain Marshall, and he had obtained a writ of capias, 
but was unable to execute it. He had seen the de- 
fendant upon the aubject of the bill, and he admitted 
that the acceptance was in his handwriting. 

Oross-examined.— Witness had not made any inquiries 
about Captain Marshall at the Horse Guards, because he 
had no means of knowing whether he had a right to the 
title, or whether he was merely a captain by repute. 
For the same reason he made no inquiries about him at 
the army agents. The defendant said something to 
him about his having been attacked by a lot of 
fighting men and “roughs” on Brighton ‘race-course, 
and compelled to accept this bili and another for 
£75, for somo betting transaction, and he also said 
that he would never pay the amount, and if the 
peu obtained a verdict he would go through the 

ankruptcy Court.

suddenly found himeelf assailed by Captain Marshall, who appeared to 


| have made up his mind to treat the matter as though he had become 
‘gurety for payment of the bet that had been lost by Sait,

the plaintiff that the bill had been given to Captain 
Marshall by a person named Saltmarsh in payment for 
two horses, but that it could not be recovered unless it 
went intoa third party's hands. ‘his witness gave 
some further evidence, but in cross-examination he ad- 
mitted that he had told a totally different story to the 
plaintiff's attorney, and that on this occasion he said 
nothing about the necessity for the bill to be placed in 
some third party's hands to be recovered. 

Baron Pigott inquired of the counsel for the defendant 
whether he had any other evidence to show that the 
plaintiff knew anything of the circumstances under 
which the bill had been obtained, 

Mr. Pierce said he was afraid not. He could call Mr. 
Saltmarsh to prove what he had stated, but this would 
not carry the case any further, 

A verdict for the plaintiff was then re(urned. 

Sir G. Honeyman applied for immediate execution. 
The learned judge said he should not interfere, but 
things must take their ordinary course.

Perhaps the best known of our numberless English dramatists is 
Mr. Tom Taylor, whose dramas aro as familiar in our mouths as houss- 
hold words. ‘The mere list of his works would fill a column of this 
journal, and to offer any critical remarks on them would be to set 
ourselves a task which would occupy too much time and space to suit 
the exigencies of a newspaper. Mr. Taylor's best known works are 
“Masks and Faces,” which he wrote in conjunction with Mr. Charles 
Reade, *' Plot and Passion,” a drama, in which Mr. George Viniog 
made his reputation as an actor of that line of business now so closely 
associated with his name, “‘I'o Oblige Benson,” memorable for the 
astounding acting of ‘‘Poor Robson,” “Still Waters Run Deep,” a 
drama which has taken a more legitimate hold upon the public than 
any other during the last twenty-five years, “The Unequal Match,” a 
comedy of singular beauty, produced at the Haymarket, “ The Over- 
land HKonte,” produced at the Haymarket under the auspices of Mr. 
Charles Matthews, ‘The Ticket of Leave Man,” a pisca which has 
achieved an unparalleled success, ‘Settling Day,” a very excellent 
realistic comedy, and ‘‘ Tho Serf,” the drama now being played at the 
Olympic.

Mr. Joseph Parkes died on Friday, in Wimpole- 
strest. He was one of the best-known political 
characters in London, and was much esteemed and 
trusted by his party. He was an ablo politician 
and a good lawyer, and know the strength and the 
weakness of eyery section of the Liberals. He 
first came into notico in connection with the Bir- 
injugham Political Union, and was advisor to the 
leaders of that movement. Very soon afier he was 
engaged in the confidential business of the Liberal 
party, and removed to London. For the last fifteen 
years of his life he was Taxing Master to the Court 
of Exchequer.
